F OUR entire political and social life can be subjected to revo- 


lutionary experiments in an effort to better conditions gener- 


ally, there seems no valid reason why similar treatment should 
not be applied to education. 


So, we have Olivet college in Michigan planning to test 


a new method of implanting learning in the youthful mind. 
Passroom instruction is to be eliminated and students will be 
left largely to themselves in pursuing knowledge. 
Instead of 


'attending classes, the students will engage in private study, 
the mornings being devoted to this. 
The afternoons will be 


'given over to athletics, and the evenings to discussions, debates 
'and meetings between students and professors for informal talks. 
Oral and written examinations will be held at the end of the 
jyear. 


Officials of the college believe better results will be ob- 


tained under the new method than under the old class room sys- 
tem. 
They, at least, hope so, and are willing to put the theory 


'to a practical test.

The Olivet experiment may pave the

trust at some future day. Other educational institutions well 
might begin to think along the same lines and plan experiments.

STANDARDIZED SPEECH 


With nearly everything else standardized or regimented, it seems 


only natural that the English language should come in for a little spe- 
cial attention at the hands o;! reformers. 


There has been organized in New York an international commit- 


tee on American speech, the aim of which is to formulate definite rules 
of speech and to bring about general adherence to these by Americans. 
Better "speech manners" are needed, it thinks. The coramittee spokes- 
man explains why. 


"Americans of finer sensibility are hurt by the inelegant speech 


manners prevalent in many phases of American life. Many of our most 
popular radio announcers have been vacillating between a. puppet-like 
declamation on the one hand and a supercilious condescension on the 
other. Preachers have been whining and droning. 
Debutantes have 


been cooing while their dowager grandmamas have been mooing. Sales- 
men have been bombastic. Politicians have been crude and hard-boiled. 
Public speakers have been disconcertingly precise, like foreigners juEt 
learning to speak our language. Store clerks have unconsciously devised 
a distinct species of alleged American English which defies description." 


The project seeks to establish a speech laboratory in New York, 


irom which shall be disseminated the principles of good speech in every 
field—factories, stores, offices, schools, churches and so on, until ulti- 
mately a mother tongue is developed that will delight the ear of the 
hearer whether he is listening to the squabbles of fishwives or the badin- 
age of two prizefight promoters. 


Presumably, slang would be eliminated and tone standarized. This 


might be good, from the standpoint of the purists. 
But it would rob 


American speech of many elements that give it a picturesque quality. 
It would do this without adding to its resourcefulness in expressing 
thought. Dialects would disappear. 
No longer would it be possible to 


tell a southern mountaineer :.'rom a New England farmer by his speech. 
The sameness would have a deadening effect upon American literature. 


These reformers will not get very far with their efforts. 
Ameri- 


cans may surrender most of choir other liberties, but they will not fore- 
go their right to manhandle and murder the king's English at will or 
subject it to any other treatment that meets their whims.

The Olivet experiment may pave the 


.•way to the turning out of men who will make up a super-brain 
trust at some future day. Other educational institutions well 
might begin to think along the same lines.and plan experiments.

In other words, 
costs have risen twice as fast as j 
prices have risen. 
Hundreds o. thousands of addi­ 
tional persons are at work—that is 
a consolation. But the present eco­ 
nomics of the New Deal do not 
seem to offer any permanent solu­ 
tion. 
All figures are based on Profes­ 
sor Irving Fisher’s index. 
It must also be pointed out that 
as against the “model year” of 1926, 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
is 36.3 per cent higher while com­ 
modity prices are 26.6 per cent low ­ 
er.

Stamps In Day 


The U. S. Bureau Of Printing 


And Engraving Is A Busy 


Industry 


They print 70,000,000 stamps a day 


; at the Bureau of Engraving and 


; Printing, but when any one of the 
'5500 employees there wants to buy 
a penny stamp he has to go outside 
the building, says the Washington 
Post. 


There are 116,000 inches of paper 


in a roll of stamp paper. It is 21 
inches wide. When the bureau gets 
through with that roll on a run of 
50-cent stamps it is worth $110 000 
or $11 a foot. 


Sometimes something goes wiong 
with the machinery while they are 
printing and applying the gum to 
the stamps. A yard or so, already 
imprinted, may have to be torn out 
of the roll because of imperfections 
Workmen jerk it off the machines 
and carelessly toss it to the floor 
but it does't stay there. 


There is an automatic counting 


device on the printing rollers. Every 
inch of paper that goes through 
them is recorded. It is a known ex- 
actly how many inches are in a 
roll At the end of the day, roll- 
inches and printed inches are added 
up— and those inches in the dust 
come Into a prominent role. 


Packed for shipping to postoffices 


over the nation, a bundle of post- 
age stamps weighs 28 pounds. Such 
a package contains 200,000 stamps 
ordinarily. That's a valuable bundle 
if it contains 50-ctmts stamps. 


They send out $fi stamps in small- 


er packages, but the value of such t- 
package is $100,000. A package of 
coiled stamps, for vending machines 
is worth $3,000 or $6,000, depending 
on their color. A package of book 
stamps is worth 0800 or $1,600. 


. 
In the bureau basement Is the 
stamp storage vault, about 40. feet 
square. "I wouldn't care to esti- 
mate the value represented here 
said the guide. 


Inclosed in a glass cage above th 


vault door is a second door. It i 
round, massive likewise, but no 
one-tenth the size of the other. Thi 
door opens from the inside. Th 
cage is built Into the wall, extending 
out from it about 2 feet. It con 
tains just enough air to sustain 
man, who might have been locket 
within the vault the night before 
until the time lock'operates to open 
the great door in the morning I 
is there "just in case. . . ."

The U. S. Bureau Of Printing 


And Engraving Is A Busy 


Industry 


They print 70,000,000 stamps a day 


at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, but when any one of the 
5500 employees there wants to buy 
a penny stamp he has to go outside 
the building, says the Washington 
Post. 


There are 116,000 inches of paper 


in a roll of stamp paper. It is 21 
inches wide. When the bureau gels 
through with that roll on a run of 
50-cent stamps it is worth $110,000, 
or $11 a foot. 


Sometimes something goes wrong 


with the machinery while they are 
printing and applying the gum to 
the stamps. A yard or so, already 
imprinted, may have to be torn out 
of the roll because of imperfections. 
Workmen jerk it off the machines 
and carelessly toss it to the floor 
but it does't stay there. 


There is an automatic counting 


device on the printing rollers. Every 
inch of paper that goes through 
them is recorded. It Is a known ex- 
actly how many inches are in a 
roll. At the end of the day, roll- 
inches and printed inches are added 
up— and those inches in the dust 
come .into, a prominent role. 


Packed for shipping to postofflces 


over the nation, a bundle of post- 
age stamps weighs 28 pounds. Such 
a package contains 200,000 stamps, 
ordinarily. That's a valuable bundle 
if it contains 50-cents stamps. 


They send out $5 stamps in small- 


er packages, but the value of such t 
package is $100,000. A package of 
coiled stamps, for vending machines, 
is worth $3,000 or $6,000, depending 
on their color. A package of book 
stamps is worth C800 or $1,600. 


In the bureau basement Is the 


stamp storage vault, about 40 feet 
square. "I wouldn't care to esti- 
mate the value represented here," 
said the guide. 


Inclosed in a glass cage above the 


vault door is a second door. It is 
round, massive likewise, but not 
one-tenth the size of the other. This 
door opens from the inside. The 
cage is built Into the wall, extending 
out from it about 2 feet. It con- 
tains just enough air to sustain a 
man, who might have been locked 
within the vault the-night before, 
until the time lock1 operates to open 
the great door in the morning.

The community was more keenly 
interested in the jail existence of 
Norma than whether or not the Mil- 
lens and Faber escape the electric 
chair on the charge of killing a po­ 
liceman during a machine-gun hold­ 
up of the Needham Trust company. 
May Admit Girl To Bail. 
The m ajor item of gossip among 
the housewives of this old colonial 
town was over the possibility of 
Norma being adm itted to bail and 
emerging from the cell which has 
isolated her for six weeks. 
George Douglas, her attorney, is 
set against her leaving jail a t pres­ 
ent. 
If Norma were out on bail, 
■he would be subjected to subpoena 
as a witness for the prosecution. 
As long as she is in jail she does 
not have to consent to any such le­ 
gal call. 
Norma has already been subpoena­ 
ed by the defense at the Millen- 
Faber trial. 
It is problematical if 
■he is seen on the witness stand 
until her own trial lest her testi­ 
mony complicate her own position. 
Even if she is brought to the court 
room in the m urder trial of her for­ 
m er comrades, it is unlikely th a t her 
attorney will perm it her to answer 
any Questions.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, Cal. — Dis- 


covery of a sealed entrance to a 
secret chamber in the attic of the 
old Mission San Luis Obispo De To- 
losa where Father Serra and his 
confreres kept their treasures from 
the old world a century and a half 
ago has been made here by Father 
John Harnett, pastor. 


It revealed priceless relics of the 


days of the padres heretofore un- 
known to California historians. 


•With Owen C. Coy, Ph. D., direc- 


tor of California's State Historical 
Society, Father Harnett and work- 
men carefully cleaned for preserva- 


tion century-old boards, whipsawed 
with tongue. and groove, gaining 
entrance to the secret room in ths 
attic through one of the narrow ap- 
ertures in the thick adobe wall. 


Ancient hand-made nails, locks 
and hinges, crude but historically 
valuable, books, records, notations 
of the early Me of thhe padres and 
Indians at the mission were recov- 
ered. 
The chamber, thick with dust and 


debris of/ more than a century, is 
believed to have originally been the 
headquarters, 
bedrooms and jail 


quarters of the mission. 
The old boards are believed to 


have been brought from Europe, 
made whip-saw before the advent 
of the planing mill. One of the at- 
tic 
chambers,, uncovered in the 


opening of the secret passage, re- 
tains the priceless tile floor of those 
days.

"I'm a tough guy!" it unques- 


tionably was the shortest executive 
message ever sent to Congress—and 
about the moat pungent.

Speaker Henry T. Kainey's over- 


whelming victory for the Demo- 
cratic renomination to congress in 
his twentieth Illinois district was 
part of the general viotory of the 
administration's candidates in the 
Sucker state's recent primaries.

Costly In State 


Cuts Down Funds To Be 
Used In Highway Im­ 
provement Work 


HARRISBURG April 20—The un­ 
usual severity of the past winter in 
Pennsylvania is reflected in tl.e ex­ 
penditure 
of the 
Departm ent 
of 
Highways for 
snow 
removal. To 
keep State roads passable cost close 
to two million dollars, which was 
more than a half 
million 
dollars 
above the expenditure in the prev­ 
ious winter. 
Actual figures, which include erec­ 
tion of snow fence, its removal, the 
clearing of snow from the highways 
and cindering operations to reduce 
the hazard of icy surfaces were an­ 
nounced by Secretary Sam Lewis. 
The amount spent in the 1933-1934 
season was $1,968,726. In the previ- 
ious winter it was 
$1,408,849, 
or 
$559,877 less 
Indicating the vagaries of the past 
winter, the most severe snow storms 
with which the departm ent had to 
deal fell upon the southern tier of 
counties, chiefly in the southeastern 
section of the State. The division 
including 
Philadelphia 
and 
sur­ 
rounding counties, where for the 
past ten years, snow removal costs 
had been comparatively light, last 
winter saw thc heaviest enpenditure 
of any division for this purpose. The 
cost of snow removal in the Phila­ 
delphia division last winter am ount­ 
ed to $457,922, the next highest hav­ 
ing been that of the Pittsburgh di­ 
vision $322,489. 
“With the constant extension oi 
improved roads on the State High­ 
way system” Secretary Lewis said 
“increasing expenditure 
for 
snow 
removal must be anticipated as the 
public expects the department to 
exert every effort to keep highways 
in passable condition throughout 
the winter.

GREENVILLE, April 20.—With 18 


teet of water at the Pymatuning 
dam, the level today standing at

During the past three or four sea- 
sons there has been sufficient rain- 
fall in May or early June to bring 
this about, and the losses from eva- 
poration and release into the Snen- 
ango river will not be felt until after 
that time.

study of Japan's new declaration of 
policy towards China today caused 
American officials to conclude it 
represents an elaboration of the 
famous "twenty-one demands" in 
a slightly disguised form. 
The declaration has not yet been 


communicated to this government 
by Japan, but a copy of the text 
given newspapermen in Tokyo was 
cabled to the State Department by 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew. 
Japan's objective in declaring it- 


self reponsible for the maintenance 
of peace in eastern Asia and in 
seeking to dictate China's relations 
.with other powers was seen as the 
same as that sought in the 21 de- 
mands—establishment of a virtual 
Japanese protectorate over China.' 


The 21 demands were presented 


to China on the night of January. 
18, 1915, when the whole western 
world was engrossed in the military 
struggle in Europe. As an ally of 
Great Britain, France and Russia, 
Japan did not fear any forcible op- 
position from those powers. 


Opportune Time 


With the western world now en- 


grossed in an economic struggle, 


1 well informed observers are inclined 
to believe Japan may regard the 
present time as opportune to push 
to a conclusion the unfulfilled ob- 
jectives of the 21 demands. 
It was recalled that in its com- 


promise "ultimatum" to China of 
May 7, 1915, Japan reserved for 
"future discussion" 
the so-called 


group V section of the 21 demands. 


A marked similarity is seen be- 


tween the present declaration of 
jolicy and group V, which provided 
[or an Asiatic "Monroe Doctrine" 
and a virtual Japanese protectorate 
over China. 


Group V of the 21 demands pro- 


vided that China should employ 
'influential Japanese as advisers in 
political, financial and military al- 
fairs," and that before borrowing 
foreign capital to "work mines, build 
railways 
and 
construct 
harbor 


The text of the present declara- 


tion of policy towards China, as 
given out by a Japanese foreign of- 
fice spokesman, states Japan ob- 
jects to technical or financial as- 
sistance to China by -other foreign 
nations, that it objects to any at- 
tempt by China to avail itself of 
the influence of other powers to 
repel Tokyo and that Japan consid- 
ers herself solely responsible for the 
maintenance of peace in the Orient

According to Resident 
Engineer Ralph J. Ferris, the body 
of water now formed looks as much 
like a natural lake as though there 
were nq dam Just completed and im- 
pounding water for the first time. 


Although the water level at the 
dam has 12 feet more to rise before 
it reaches flow-line, not expected un- 
til next year, the channel of the 
stream is completely full throughout 
the basin, to the Pennsylvania rail- 
road.

HOW TO PREVENT POTATO 


STEM-END ROT 


A number of farmers have expe- 


rienced considerable trouble in re- 
cent years with stem-end discolora- I 
tion or stem-end rot in their potato i 
crops, according to L. T. Dennis- 
ton, 
plant 
pathology 
extension 


specialist of the Pennsylvania State 
College. 


Discoloration may result from an 


attack on the potato plant by an 
organism, such as a fungus or a 
bacterium, or may be of physicolo- 
gical origin, such as an injury to 
the roots of the plants. 


"The trouble is most prevalent in 
years of severe drouth or during 
•which there have been periods of 
intense heat," Denniston explains 
"Any 
other factor or condition that 


tends to weaken the growing plants, 
such 
as diseased 
seed, shallow 


planting, or improper cultivatior 
may lead to discoloration or stem 
end rot in the crop." 


Denniston says that it is no 


definitely known how extensivelj 
discoloration or stem-end rot ma: 
be transmitted by seed at planting 
time. Results of tests on this poin* 
differ widely, depending upon the 
cause of the discoloration. 
How- 


ever, the use of good seed is indis- 
pensable to economical potato pro- 
duction and good seed means seed 
free from diseases that may be 
transmitted to the growing crop 
The use of vigorous seed compara- 
tively 
clean 
from 
discoloration 


eliminates 
the 
possibility of the 


trouble originating from this source 


A soil well filled with humus or 


organic matter has better water- 
holding capacity and is capable of 
growing a more vigorous crop than 
a soil lacking in humus. Water or 
moisture in the soil is essential to 
vigorous growth and plays an im- 
portant part in keeping the soil cool 
dunng drouths or periods of in- 
tense heat. Discoloration or stem- 
end rot has- been observed to be 
worst when soils are lacking 
in 


numus, Denniston reports. 


For best results the seed pieces 


should be planted 3 to 4 inches be- 
low the surface. Shallow plantings 
suffer from heat and drouth and 
often are severely injured by culti- 
vation.

ADJUST HARNESS AND COLLAR 


TO THE HORSE 


Many 
enforced

horses suffering from sore necks and 
shoulders can be avoided.

It is much better to fit the collar 
to the horse than to try to fit the 
horse to the collar.

TESTING IS SAVE WAY TO 


PROVE SEED CORN 


One way to see if seed corn is all 


"ight is to plant a whole field with 
it. If a good stand results, the 
seed is all right. If it comes up 
poorly the grower is handicapped 
from the start and cannot expect a 
full crop. 
He may even have to 


harrow up the whole field and re- 
plant it. 


After an early freeze, such as the 


one experienced last November, be- 
fore most of the corn 'was thor- 
oughly dry, the only safe plan is to 
test enough ears before planting to 
determine whether the seed is alive 
or dead. If 
nearly all fails to 


sprout, then one should start early 
to locate good seed. 
Ofter there 


will be some 1932 corn around which 
probably will prove dependable If 
some ears germinate and others do 
not, enough ears should be tested 
to provide an adequate 
supply 


of known germinating ability 


Testing seed corn is not a diffi- 


cult or complicated job and requires 
no special equipment. A strip of 
muslin about nine inches wide 
marked off into numbered squares, 
m,VTe the PurPOse.

HOW TO PREVENT POTATO 


STEM-END ROT 


A number of farmers have expe- 
rienced considerable trouble in re- 
cent years with stem-end discolora- 
tion or stem-end rot in their potato 
crops, according to L. T. Dennis- 
ton,

specialist of the Pennsylvania State 
College. 
Discoloration may result from an 


attack on the potato plant by an 
organism, such as a fungus or a 
bacterium, or may be of physicolo- 
gical origin, such as an injury to 
the roots of the plants. 
"The trouble is most prevalent to 


years of severe drouth or during 
which there have been periods of 
intense heat," Denniston explains. 
"Any other factor or condition that 
tends to weaken the growing plants, 
such 
as diseased 
seed, shallow 
planting, or improper cultivation, 
may lead to discoloration or stem- 
end rot in the crop." 


Denniston says that it is not 


definitely known how extensively 
discoloration or stem-end rot may 
be transmitted by seed at planting 
time. Results of tests on this point 
differ widely, depending upon the 
cause of the discoloration. How- 
ever, the use of good seed is indis- 
pensable to economical potato pro- 
duction and good seed means seed 
free from diseases that may be 
transmitted to the growing crop. 
The use of vigorous seed compara- 
tively 
clean 
from 
discoloration 
eliminates the 
possibility of the 


trouble originating from.this source, 


A soil well filled -with humus or 
organic matter has better water- 
holding capacity and is capable of 
growing a more vigorous crop than 
a soil lacking in humus. Water or 
moisture in the soil is essential to 
vigorous growth and plays an im- 
portant part in keeping the soil cool 
during drouths pr periods of in- 
tense heat. Discoloration or stem- 
end rot has' been observed to be 
•worst when . soils are lacking 
In 
humus, Denniston reports. 
' For best results the seed pieces 


should be planted 3 to 4 Inches be- 
low the surface. Shallow plantings 
suffer from heat and drouth and 
often are severely injured by culti- 
vation. 
All cultivations after the 


plants are six inches .high should 
be shallow, 
not 
exceeding 
two 


inches, to avoid root shearing or 
root injury, according to Denniston. 


Timely use of the weeder, 6 to 8 


times, will eliminate much of the 
need for late cultivating and avoid 
the danger of root Injury. Besides 
controlling weeds and eliminating 
injurious cultivations the weeder 
gives a degree of mulching or shad- 
ing when continued in the same di- 
rection until the tops are well 
trained flown the rows.

ADJUST HARNESS AND COLLAR 


TO THE HORSE 


Many

TESTING IS SAFE WAY TO 


PROVE SEED CORN 


One way to see if seed com is all 
right is to plant a whole field with 
it 
If a good stand results, the 


seed is all right. If it comes up 
poorly the grower is handicapped 
from the start and cannot expect a 
full crop. He may even have to 
harrow up the whole field and re- 
plant It. 


After an early freeze, such as the 


one experienced last November, be- 
fore most of the corn was thor- 
oughly dry, the only safe plan is to 
test enough ears before planting to 
determine whether the seed is alive 
or dead. If 
nearly all fails to 


sprout, then one should start early 
to.locate good seed. Otter there 
will be some 1932 corn around which 
probably will prove dependable. If 
some ears germinate and others do 
not, enough ears should be tested 
to provide an adequate supply 
of known germinating ability. 


Testing seed corn is not a diffi- 


cult or complicated job and requires 
no special equipment. A strip ol 
muslin about nine inches wide 
marked off into numbered squares, 
will serve the purpose. The ears 
must be numbered to correspond 
with the spaces on the muslin. 


Take 5 or 6 kernals from differ- 


ent parts of each ear and lay them 
on the corresponding spaces. When 
the strip Is fall, roll it on a short 
stick or corn cob, tie the ends so 
the corn cannot slip out, soak hi 
warm water over night, and then 
keep wrapped In a moist sack and 
fairly warm for about-five days. 
Then unroll the strip am" see if 
every grain has a good strong 
sprout.

If the 
hitch is too high there is a down 
pun on the neck, and if it is low 
the shoulder bears the puU while 
the collar rides high on the neck. 
Either condition causes trouble. 
A little study of each horse will 
show the proper point of draft. The 
collar and hames are right when 
the coUar rests level and firmly, 
has room at the bottom to aUow 
easy breathing, permits no up and 
down or sidewise sUp, and provides 
for an even pull on the whole col­ 
lar. Sound shoulders and neck not 
only make it possible to keep the 
horse working steadily but do much 
to remove a touchy, nervous condi­ 
tion. 
Many smashup could have 
been prevented that were caused by 
a horse driven 
to 
the 
breaking 
point by the discomfort and misery 
of a sore neck. 
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discoloration or stem-end rot may 
be transmitted by seed at planting 
time. Results of tests on this point 
differ widely, depending upon the 
cause of the discoloration. 
How­ 
ever, the use of good seed is indis­ 
pensable to economical potato pro­ 
duction and good seed means seed 
free from diseases that may be 
transmitted to the growing crop.

A soil well filled with humus or 
organic matter has better water- 
holding capacity and is capable of 
growing a more vigorous crop than 
a soil lacking in humus. Water or 
moisture in the soil is essential to 
vigorous growth and plays an im­ 
portant part in keeping the soil cool 
during drouths or periods of in­ 
tense heat. Discoloration or stem- 
end rot has been observed to be 
worst when soils are lacking 
in 
humus, Denniston reports.

ADJUST HARNESS AND COLLAR 
TO THE HORSE 
Many 
enforced 
vacations 
for 
extensively j horses suffering from sore necks and 
shoulders can be avoided. Most of 
these trouble come from poorly fit­ 
ting collars or improperly adjusted 
hames and harness. 
It is much better to fit the collar 
to the horse than to try to fit the 
horse to the collar. 
A short collar pulls down on the 
neck, causes sores, and also chokes 
the horse on a pull. 
Too wide a 
collar opening permits the collar 
to work back and forth and means 
blistered shoulders. Too long a col­ 
lar works up and down with the 
same effect. These troubles can be 
avoided by fitting the collar snugly 
with room to insert the hand be­ 
tween the horse’s neck and ’.he ot- 
tom of the collar. As the should­ 
ers harden necessary adjustments 
can be made. 
Sore shoulders often come from 
improperly adjusted harness which 
results in wrong point of draft 
The hames should be adjusted so 
that the point of draft or pul, 
comes from 3 to 5 inches from the 
point of the shoulder, depending

TESTING IS SAFE WAY TO 
PROVE SEED CORN 
One way to see if seed com is all 
right is to plant a whole field with 
it. 
If a good stand results, the 
seed is all right. If it comes up 
poorly the grower is handicapped 
from the start and cannot expect a 
full crop. 
He may even have to 
harrow up the whole field and re­ 
plant it. 
After an early freeze, such as the 
one experienced last November, be­ 
fore most of the com was thor­ 
oughly dry, the only safe plan is to 
test enough ears before planting to 
determine whether the seed is alive 
or dead. 
If nearly 
all 
fails to 
sprout, then one should start early 
to locate good seed. 
Ofter there 
will be some 1932 corn around which 
probably will prove dependable. If 
some ears germinate and others do 
not, enough ears should be tested 
to provide 
an adequate supply 
of known germinating ability. 
Testing seed com is not a diffi­ 
cult or complicated job and requires 
no special equipment. A strip of 
muslin about nine inches wide 
marked off into numbered squares, 
will serve the purpose. 
The ears 
must be numbered to correspond 
with the spaces on the muslin. 
Take 5 or 6 kernals from differ­ 
ent parts of each ear and lay them 
on the corresponding spaces. When 
the strip is full, roll it on a short 
stick or com cob, tie the ends so 
the com cannot slip out, soak in 
warm water over night, and then 
keep wrapped in a moist sack and 
fairly warm for about five days. 
Then unroll the strip am* see if 
every grain has 
a 
good 
strong 
sprout. 
Further directions on testing com 
by this or other methods can be 
obtained from the Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Association office. 
About 
every five years a season occurs 
when much corn will not grow. This 
is one of those seasons. 
To test 
or to plant without testing is the 
problem facing every farmer. The 
first method is the safe procedure* 
the second is the hit-or-miss meth­ 
od.

It 
s off with a promising start and 
Superintendent V. T. Warfel believes 
hat last year's production,, which 
vas by far ahead of any previous 
eason in the number of ringneck 
pheasant eggs for .hatching and 


. arge husky 10-week-old pheasants 
for restocking the hunting areas of 
Pennsylvania, will be surpassed. 


Although it was the belief of the 


farm management that the produc- 
tion of ringneck eggs had reached 
its peak, as to number of eggs per hen 
last year, when over 61,000 egga were 
produced from the 1,300 hens placed 
in the laying fields, the egg produc- 
tion is off with a still better start 
this season.

The Jordan state game farm, lo­ 
cated one mile from Harlansburg, is 
now entering upon its sixth season 
of ringneck pheasant production. It 
is off with a promising start and 
Superintendent V. T. Warfel believes 
th at last year’s production, which 
was by far ahead of any previous 
season in the number of ringneck 
pheasant eggs 
for hatching and 
large husky 10-week-old pheasants 
for restocking the hunting areas of 
Pennsylvania, will be surpassed. 
Although it was the belief of the 
farm management th at the produc­ 
tion of ringneck eggs had reached 
its peak, as to number of eggs per hen 
last year, when over 61,000 eggs were 
produced from the 1,300 hens placed 
in the laying fields, the egg produc­ 
tion is off with a still better start 
this season. 
The first eggs of the 
season were laid April 3 and up 
to the close of business May 15, 
1,366 eggs had been laid. 
This is 
280 or 25 per cent more eggs than 
were produced to the same date last 
year, with four per cent more hens 
in the laying fields this year. There 
are 1,350 ringneck hens in the laying

In Bay State Rivers, Brooks 


(rntern.ilional News Service) 


BOSTON. —A horde of 1,100,000 


trout have been stocked hi rivers 
and brooks of the state for the 
opening of the fishing season, ac- 
cording to an announcement by 
Director Raymond J. Kenney, of the 
Division of Fisheries and Game. 
It was the largest number ever 


stocked in any one year in Massa- 
chusetts, and all but 90,000 of them 
were produced by the Division. 
These were purchased from pri- 
vately-owned lish rearing pools. 


Regulations on trout fishing are 
the same as last year. The season 
opens April 15 and closes July 31. 
The legal length of catch is six 
inches and the daily bag 15 fish. 
Licenses for residents are $2.00 and 
$5.25 for out-of-staters. 


Special restrictions govern fish In 


the Deerfleld River and its diverted 
waters. There the season opening 
has been delayed until May 30, and 
extends to August 31. Legal length 
of catch is 12 inches and the bag 
limit five a day to be caught only 
with single rod with line attached.
